Post-Dispatch reporters yesterday aft- 
ernoon and last night made a canvass 
of the Twenty-eighth Ward, where 3350 
men are to be called for examination 
for the draft army. The ward’s quota 
for the first draft is one-half this num- 
ber, or 1%. 

The reporters endeavored to learn from 
éach of the 350 men, ‘or from near rela- 
tives or acquaintances, whether he 
would ask exemption, and on what 
ground. The canvass showed this nye 
merical result: 

Willing to serve in army, 51; already 


service, 28; will claim exemption, 108; un- 
| decided or noncommittal, 44; not found 
because of removal or temporary ab- 
sence, 119. 

About one-half of the exemption 
claims will be because of a wife, or a 
wife and children. A number of others 
will be because of dependent parents, 
brother or sister. Others will allege 
physical ‘imperfections. 

Several said they had been rejected 
as applicants for enlistment in thé army 
or navy, for physical defects, and nearly 


in behalf of their claims for exemption. 

Berlin avenue and Waterman avenue 
made a rather better showing in the 
number of those willing to serve, than 
the other streets canvassed. Ten men 
who said they would fight and only 
three who said they would seek exemp- 
tion, were found on those two streets.

AN W.W, LEADER 


Member of Executive Board 
Taken From Lodging House 
and Hanged to Trestle. 


Said in Recent Speech That Sol- 
diers Were “Uncle Sam’s 
Scabs in Uniform.”’ 


BUTTE, Mont., Aug. 1.—Frank Lit- 
tle ,member of the Executive Board 
of the Industrial Workers of the 
World and prominent in labor trou- 
bles in Arizona, was taken from a 
lodging house early today by masked 
men and hanged to a railroad trestle 
on the outskirts of the city. 

The body was cut down at 8 a. m., 
by the chief of police, Jerry Mur- 
rhy, who identified it. 

Little, in a recent speech here re- 
ferred to United. States troops as 
“Uncle Sam’s scabs in uniform.” 

Since his arrival in Butte recently from 
Globe, Ariz., Little had made a number 
of speches to strikers, in all of which 
he attacked the Government and urged 
the men to close the minesvof the Butte 
district. He was bitter in His demuncia- 
tion of the Government. His record was 
under investigation by the Federal au- 
thorities, whose atténtion had been 
called to his. activities. 

On the other hand, the report was 
current that Little was in the employ of 
a prominent detective agency, and one 
theory was that he was the victim of 
the radical element of whom he ap- 
peared to bea member. 

Little took a prominent part in recent 
labor troubles in Arizona. He addressed 
a letter to Gov. Campbell of Arizona, 
protesting against the deportation of I. 
W. W. members from Bisbee. This let- 
ter was written from Salt Lake. Gov. 
Campbell replied, telling Little he re- 
sented his interference and his threats. 
Little was understood to have the con- 
fidente of William: DB: ‘Haywood, sects-

SALT LAKE CITY, Utah, Aug. 1— 
Little, an I. W. ‘W. organizer, lynched 
today at Butte, telegraphed Gov. Camp- 
bell of Arizona from here July 17, as 
follows, regarding the deportation from 
that State of members of the I. W. W.: 

“Understand that the mine owners’ 
mob will take same-action at Globe and 
Miami, as was taken at Bisbee. The 
metnbership of the I. W. W. is getting 
tired of the lawlessness of the capital- 
istic class and will nol onger stand for 
such action. If you, ag Governor, can- 
not uphold the law, we will take same 
into our own hands. Will you act or 
must we?’’ 

In reply, Gov. Campbell said he fe 
sure no deportations could occur with 
the Federal troops stationed in the dis- 
trict, and that he was using his best ef- 
forts to protect rights of all citizens. 
Concluding, he said: “‘I resent your dis- 
loyal and untimely threats, in view of 
my efforts to bring law and order and 
such forces as will maintain same, and 
further like ‘behavior on your part will 
be punished to the full extent of my au- 


thority.”’

The present battle between Dixmude 
and Lizerne was No Man’s Land, within 
whose borders lay marshes and morasses 
which in winter months are impassable. 
This formidable natural barrier was ren- 
dered still stronger by the inundation of 
large areas by: the release of waters 
from the canals, The Germans and the 
allies alike seeking bits of dry land for 
a footing swung so far apart in some 
places that the distance between the 
lines was nearly three miles. 

Below this section opposing lines fol- 
lowed either bank of the Yser canal and 
then went on the Ypres salient, face to 
face, but with the Germans holding the 
dominating highland about the salient. 


Section a Wilderness. 


The Dixmude Lizerne section of the 
front is a wilderness of partly inundated 
and deserted farms dotted with pools of 
brackish water and cut into strange 
shepes by drainage ditches. There are 
but few remaining civilian habitations 
in this No Man’s Land. Crumbling cot- 
tage walls and an occasional roofless 
church rose above the flats. 

Neither side feared a surprise attack 


or a trench raid. Since Duke Albrecht s 


Wurttemberg troops were swallowed up| 
in the floor let loose by opening up the 
sluice gates in October, 1914, the enemy 
had not tried to cross the marshes nor 
had they tried to get over the Yser since 
the Belgians in the spring of 1915, after 
sanguinary fighting flung them back 
across the bridgehead at Liberne. 

The Ypres salient itself furnished as 
nasty a problem as could be presented 
toan attacking army. The country here 
is saucer-shaped and the Germans had 
held the lip of the saucer. All the low-

The Germans little feared,-apparently, 
that the battle would turn in the di- 
rection of their right wing. It was 
early in June that rumors of the im- 
pending attack began to find their way 
to German ears, and were voiced in 
Berlin. Gradually the rumors assumed 
certainty and the Germans began fe- 
verishly to strengthen their lines, pour- 
ing large numbers of fresh forces into 
Flanders and bringing, up all available 
guns. The surroundifig country was 
evacuated of civilians and stripped for 
the conflict. 

The Germans knew they faced an of- 
fensive. They are unable, with all their 
cunning, to gather more than a frag- 
mentary idea of the story of these prep- 
arations, which is in itself a marvelous 
one. Day after day the building up of 
new armies: continued under cover of a 
unique concealment in plans. 

Preparations Unseen. 

Enormous numbers of great guns made 
their way to selected positions and were 
mounted on concrete foundations laid 
long before.

| Germans’ New Plan Is 
to Diminish Garrison 


and Increase Reserves 

LONDON, Aug. 1 

CCORDING to reports from 
A special correspondents, the 
great majority of British 
troops engaged in the latest assault 
are English, although there are 
some Scotch, Welsh and Austral- 
ians. It is said the Germans are 
employing a new scheme of defense 
which apparently depends princip- 
ally upon organization for counter 

attack, 

They now diminish their garri- 
sons and by the same amount in- ; 
creases the strength of their sup- 
ports and reserves who hold rear 
lines in force and who are organ- 
ized for immediate attack. 

As an instance of the terrible 
pounding by the British arhillery it 
is said to be known that the crew 
of one German battery had to ba 
replaced nine times and the guns 
thereof five times. 


the British were brought to a stand 
by machine-gun fire. They charged 
with bayonets and dislodged the Ger- 
mans. 

One of the most striking events oc- 
curred at the so-called Menin tun- 
nel, a great underground fortifica- 
tion constructed by the Germans on 
the Menin road opposite Hodge. The 
British preliminary bombardment 
had forced the Germans to hold the 
line thinly here, and the British di- 
vision which was to attack at dawn 
lay out all night in shell holes with- 
in 2% yards of the German line, wait- 
ing for the signal to advance. When 
the time arrived for the charge and 
the British gunners had dropped a 
protecting barrage on the German 
front trench ahead of the British 
troops, it was seen that the Germans 
had taken to their heels and were 
fleeing. The British, seeing their 
prey escaping; charged directly 
through their own barrage, fortu- 
nately without heavy casualties. The 
Menin tunnel, which was expected 
to be occupied by several hundred 

was found held by only 41, 
the rest having retreated. 


It was only at the second line that 
the British met resistance, and here, 
after sharp hand-to-hand fighting, they 
forced the Germans again to withdraw. 

No check has yet ben made on: the 
number of German prisoners captured, 
but they are flowing in in a steady 
stream back of the British lines. Many 
of those captu at the Menin tunnel 
and other points are mere boys. 

Tanks Play Big Part. 

The tanks again played a prominent 
part in the opening of the battle, and 
reports from all sections of the British 
front say that their work has been 
most satisfactory. Large numbers of 
these mons sre employed, and in 
Many cases pursued their destructive 
and uncheckable way to a distance far 
within the German lines. 


Further information obtained from 
German prisoners concerning the Brit- 
ish preliminary bombardment indicate 
that the effects of this unparalleled ex- 
penditure of ammunition were disastrous 
in the extreme, both in damage and to 
the morale of the German troops. 

Within the last few days six Bavarian 
divisions were withdrawn from fhe line 
and replaced by fresh troops, because 
they were‘so thoroughly demoralized by 
the inferno of fire which they had un- 
dergone. 


Photographs taken by aviators back 
of the German lines show that there 
Was scarcely a square yard of territory 
along their front which was not de- 
vastated by the high explosives. It is 
Small wonder, then, that the Germans 
were holding their front line thinly 
and were swept back when finally the 
time arrived for the allied infantry to 
do its work.

Subscriptions are to close Aug. 7 and 
the certificates are payable Nov. 15, 
indicating the second installment of the 
Liberty Loan will have been floated by 
Nov. 15. The general impression here 
is that the loan will be of ered in Sep- 
tember and that it will be for a total of 
$3,000, 000,000. 

When the first Liberty Bonds were of- 
fered $868,000,000 in certificates were out- 
standing, and when the fiscal year closed 
June 30, $626,000,000 of this amount had 
been redeemed, through accepting the 
certificates at par value in exchange for 
bonds. This method has been preferred 
because. it puts cash involved in bond 
payments actually into the Treasury 
long beforehand and minimizes the 
strain on the money market at the final 
settlement.

OF AH. FREDERICK 


Resolution Declares Against 
Clemency for Any Offend- 
ing Real Estate Man. 


NONE AT MEETING OPPOSE 


by Phone to Vote Against It; 
Protests Advertised For. 


A resolution opposing the parole of A. 
H. Frederick. former real estate opera- 
tor who was elected to the Presidency of 
the Board of Aldermen and is now serv- 
ing a 10-year sentence in the peniten- 
tiary for frauds committed in his realty 
operations, was unanimously adopted 
by the Board of Directors of the St. 
Louis Real Estate Exchange at a spe- 
cial meeting held yesterday afternoon. 

In the resolutions adopted the real 
estate men put themselves on record as 
being opposed to the issuance of clem- 
ency to any real estate operator found 
guilty of illegal transactions. 

No friend of Frederick appeared at 
the meeting of the directors of the 
exchange, although several members, 
were asked by telephone to oppose 
any such resolution as the one adopt- 
ed. 

The Real Estate Exchange, in 
furtherance of its opposition to the 
reiease of Frederick published ad- 
vertisements yesterday and again to- 
day requesting the public generally 
to protest to the Board of Paroles 
against the granting of the pardon. 

The resolution adopted unanimously 
read as follows: 

‘‘Whereas, There is now pending be- 
fore the State Prison Board an appli- 
cation for the parole of A. H. Frederick, 
now incarcerated in the State Peniten- 
tiary under a sentence of 10 years for 
the commission of real estate frauds and 
crimes perpetrated in St. Louis; and, 

Whereas, The board of directors‘ of 
the St. Louis Real Estate Exchange de- 
cided to enter a positive and strenuous 
remonstrance to the State Prison Board 
against the granting of a parole to A. 
H. Frederick or to any other person 
convicted of real estate frauds and 
crimes, and, 

Whereas, It is the permanent policy of 
the St. Louis Real Estate Exchange to 
vigorously and constantly oppose any 
clemency’ to convicted real estate men 
who have so grossly violated the confi- 
denec of citizens of St. Louis, as well as

GERMANY TAKES $1,500,000 
OF STOCKHOLM BANK FUNDS 


Swedish Minister Asked te Protest 

Against Sequestration of Deposits 

‘ . Due to Rubber Deal. 

STOCKHOLM, Aug. 1.—The Stockholm 
Handelsbank has requested the Swedish 
Foreign Minister to make representa- 
tions to the German Government re- 
garding the sequestration by Germany 
of 6,000,000 crowns (about $1,500,000), be- 
longing to the Handelsbank in various 
German banks. The Executive Commit- 
tee of the Swedish Banking Association 
is supporting the protest. 

The Handelsbank was requested last 
year by a Christiania business man to 
act as agent in a transaction by which 
400 tons of rubber was to be shipped 
from Havre to Alexandrovsk, Russia. 
The Norwegian deposited 6,000,000 crowns 
with the Handelsbank and later trans- 
ferred the amount to the credit of the 
Comptoir National de’Escopte, in Paris. 
The French Government learned before 
the shipment was made that the Nor- 
wegian was an agent for Germany in- 
terests and that it was planned to have 
the rubber captured by the Germans 
en route. Thereupon, the French Gov- 
ernment confiscated both the rubber 
and the cash. : 

The Norwegian endeavored to make 
the Handelsbank responsible for the 
loss. The Handelsbank refused to re- 
pay the 6,000,000 crowns. The German 
interests concerned then let.the mask 
drop and disclosed that the official 
‘War Rubber Committee” at Berlin 
and also a Hamburg rubber company 
were the real buyers of the rubber. Now 
comes a summons in an action begun 
in the Provincial Court at Hamburg, to- 
gether with a formal notice of the se- 
questration of 6,000,000 crowns of Han- 
delsbank deposits in various German 
banks.

Selden P. Spencer, chairman of the

~TMARRIAGE SINGE 


DRAFT NO BASIS 
FOR EXEMPTION 


|Men Who Wed After July 20 
Must Prove Brides Are De- 
pendent on Them. 


WOMEN ALSO LIABLE 


Can Be Prosecuted if Shown 
They Acted Merely to Aid 
Slackers. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—Marriages 
made since July 20, the date of the drait 
drawing, in an effort to escape con- 
scription through the claim of a depend- 


ent wife, will Mot be considered ground 
for discharge unless the wife is act”al- 
ly dependent on the husband’s daily 
Inbor. 

Prompted by reports from many citi¢cs 
of marriage license bureaus crowded 
with men included in the first draft call, 
Frovost Marshal-General Crowder toJay 
ruled that‘marriage is not of itself a 
valid ground for making claim for dis- 
charge.” | 

Dependency is a matter of fact, no* 2 
law, Gen. Crowder pointed out. 

To Scrutinize Dependency Claims, 

‘*‘A man whose wife is mainly depend- 
ent on his daily labor for supozort.”’ he 
said, ‘“‘may claim exemption on fthat 
ground. Only the exemption boards can 
determine this fact. Where dependency 
is claimed and circumstances show a 
marriage hastily performed since J1:'yv 
2 by a man whose number is hizh on 
the available list, the actual fact cf Je- 
pendency must be closely scrutinized.’’ 

Moreover, Gen. . Crowder declared, 
women who marry men merely to aid 
them to be slackers are liable to prus- 
ecution under the draft act. 

In his ruling Gen. Crowder adhered 
strictly to President Wilson's draft reg- 
ulations which draw no distinction be- 
tween a dependent wife acquired before 
or after the drawing. Secretary Baker, 
advocated refusing exemptioa 
man married after the drawing, 
saying the draft should be considered a 
prior, claim, but this course will not be 
followed.

NOT KILL PEOPLE FOR FOOD 


Reply to Writer Who Says Those Who 
Do Not Eat Meat Are Averse 
to Being Drafted. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 1.—From the office 
of Der. Vegetarier—The Vegetarian—a 
Yiddish monthly, a letter was received 
by Roscoe S. Conklin, representing the 
Adjutant-General, which said vegeta- 
rians do not eat any. fish, flesh or fowl, 
are ‘‘strongly opposed to the killing of 
human beings in war or otherwise,’’ and 
are averse to being drafted into the 
army for any service violating their 
principles. Louis Berger, treasurer of 
the New York Vegetarian Society, writ- 
er of the letter, asks what steps the 
Government will take with reference to 
vegetarians of military age. 

Conkling replied: ‘I think there is no. 
idea on the part of this Government, 
notwithstanding anything the Germans 
may have in mind, to kill any human 
being for eating. purposes. The regula- 
tions provide no exemption for vege- 
tarians and you will fall in line if you 
are called and do just the same as those 
who eat meat will do. 

“Perhaps if you would devote a little 
more time in trying to be real Ameri- 
cans, instead of worrying about veg- 
etarian societies and exemptions, you 
might sleep better at night and at least 
you would have the feeling that you had 
done something worth while.”’

FOR DRY BILL IF 
T IS AMENDED 


Will Offer Clause Providing for 
Compensation for: All Prop- 
erty Confiscated. 
ATTACKED 


MEEKER IS 


Kansas Senator Charges Con- 
gressman Represents Breweries 
and Not People of Missouri. 


WASHINGTOY Aug. 1.—Demand for 
compensation fo. property that would 
be destroyed by the enforcement of na. 
tional prohibition entered the debate 
in the Senate yesterday afternoon on 
the Sheppard national ‘‘dry’’ resolution 
Senator Stone of Missouri, announced 
that he would offer a compensation’ 
amendment before the resolution goes 
to a vote. Although a stahch ‘“wet,’’ 
Senator Stone declared his willingness 
to vote for the resolution if the amend- 
ment is adopted. 

“An amendment submitted by Con- 
gress to the State Legislutures without 
any time limit may be agitated and 
kept before the States forever,’ said 
Senator Stone. “If rejected by one 
Legislature it would be _ continually 
brought up in succeeding ones. With 
this prohibition amendment, without any 
compensation, hanging as a menace over 
the industry, all know the stocks and 
securities and property would be utter- 
ly unsalable and of no commercial value 
in the financial world. 

“On the passage of the amendment by 
Congress there would be an immediate 


jrush to sell properties, stocks and se- 


curities at any price. All loans secured 
by stocks, bonds or warehouse certifi- 
cates or property would be called at 
once. The credit of all persons and cor- 
porations whose money was tied up in 
the industry would be at once rujned. 
The business world would :-act on the 
assumption that the. industry was to be 
destroyed. The effect in financial and 
business circles would be substantially 
the same as though Congress should 
enact a law, aS a War measure, pro- 
hibiting the use of grain for alcoholic 
beverages during the war. : 
Property Would Be Sacrificed. 

“If the amendment is passed without 
a compensation clause the loss of credit 
and pressure to collect loans will im- 
mediately force small manufacturers an:j 
dealers to throw their product on the 
market and sacrifice the same for what- 
ever is offered. This will force big 
manufacturers and dealers to do the 
same thing, temporarily at least. Mil- 
lions of dollars in property will be sac- 
rificed and thousands of men will be 
bankrupted, You cannot arbitrarily 
without compensation, destroy a billion 
dollars’ worth of property and throw a 
million men out of employment at the 
same time without some form of serious 
financial disturbance.”’ . 

Stone pointed out the recognition of 
the compensation principle by the Fed- 
eral Government in the so-called “sugar 
case,”’ which came about as the result 
of confiscation of property through the 
enactment of an amendment to the Con- 
stitution. 

“This prohibition amendment,” he con- 
tinued, “is advocated on the theory it 
is conducive to public welfare, health, 
safety and good order, and therefore 
confiscation without compensation is 
justified; but the whole theory of our 
Government is founded on the proposi- 
tion that confiscation of property witn- 
out compensation is wrotlg in mor- 
als and in principle. 

‘In my opinion,’’ he continued. ‘‘it 
would be better to make the record o* 
our Government in the manner of deai- 
ing with the question of loss and dam- 
age ensuing in the adoption of this 
amendment square itself with all our 
prior governmental history and policy, 
and square itself with the inexorable 
law of right and justice, and preven‘ 
our Government from committing 1 
great moral wrong of this character.’’ 


» Meeker and Reed Attacked. 
Representative Meeker of St. Louis 


and Senator Reed of Missouri were 
warmly denounced by Senator Thomp- 
son of Kansas in a passionate plea fur 
the adoption of the prohibition amend- 
ment. ‘ 

Thompson charged Meeker with being 
the representative in Congress of tne 
breweries of Missouri rather than the 
people of Missouri, and charged both 
Meewer and Reed with deliberately mis- 
representing conditions in Kansas in 
connection with the enforcement of the 
State prohibitory laws. 

The attack, which at (first wus 
launched exclusively at Meeker, became 
so bitter that Senator Overman insist- 
ed that the rule of the Senate against 
an attack on the-floor against a member 
of the other house be enforced and in 
this he was upheld by the chair. 

“As evidence of the unfair and un- 
warranted methods of the opposition,’’ 
Thompson said, ‘I call special attention 
to the-action of Representative Jacob E. 
Meeker, sometimés satirically referred 
to as ‘the preacher Congressman,’ but 
who has sadly fallen from grace, if he 
ever followed that Christian calling, 
who on March 3 obtained ission 
from the House to extend his arks 
in the record. # 


“Instead of extending his own re- 
marks, he took occasion to grossly abure 
that privilege by extending the remarks 
of a paid attorney for the breweries to 
the extent of 68 pages o “solid printed 
matter in the Congressional Record, 
wherein the State of Kansas and her 
people were wantonly and maliciously 
slandered and abused." 

Thompson charged Reed with making 
the statement that “there were more 
drunkards in Kansas to the square 
mile than in any place he had ever 
been.’’: 

Reed, in replying to the attack, 
charged that the latter had deliberately 
repeated what he knew to be an inaccu- 
rate version of the speech made by 
Reed last December. :

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THE CITY’S RIGHTS AND POWERS. 

It may be assumed as a certainty by the Board 
of Aldermen that the péople of St. Louis will not 
approve the ordinance providing for a partner- 
ship between the city and the United Railways. 

A partnership is advocated by the politicians 
and would be accepted by the railway company on 
account of other advantages in the bill, but it will 
be rejected by the people. 

The second proposed ordinance proviging for 
the payment of 3 per cent of the gross earnings 
to the city omits the partnership scheme, but in- 
cludes all the other objectionable features. 

The second bill is as pleasing to the stock job- 
bers as the first bill. It offers 6 per cent on $50,- 
000,000 and an opportunity to earn enough surplus 
by squeezing the service and the employes to make 
good all the water in the company’s capitaliza- 
tion. 
| The company claims that it cannot bear the 
burden of the mill tax, which is in tax form equiv- 
alent to a percentage of the gross earnings. It is 
a percentage on each fare. Why is the company 
willing to accept a burden of 3 per cent on the 
gross earnings when it complains that it cannot 
bear an equivalent or less burden levied by the 
mill tax? 

The answer is easy. The mill tax and other 
taxes are first liens on the earnings of the com- 
pany and must be paid before other obligations. 
But the payment to the city under contract is not 
a first lien. It takes its chances with lesser ob- 
ligations and may be juggled out. 

In entering into a contract to abolish its taxing 
rights and to regulate relations and earnings the 
city yields every right and the company gains 
cvery advantage. : 

Although the power to regulate all the matters 
embodied in the proposed contract resides in the 
State Public Service Commission, the contract 
with the city gives the company tremendous ad- 
vantages in dealing with the commission. The 
city surrenders its right to plead any rights and 
powers except those protected by the charter. It 
must stand on the conditions of the contract. 

The Civic League has summarized the protective 
provisions of the charter which govern all fran- 
chises and public utilities. These powers belong 
to the city and cannot be abrogated or strength- 
ened by contracts or franchise grants. They in- 
clude: 


1. The city has the right to examine the 
records and accounts of any public utility. 

2. The Board of Aldermen has the right by 
, ordinance to establish any recommendation 
necessary to secure efficient use and service. 

3. All grants or renewals of franchises shall 
be subject to the right on the part of the city 
to amend or repeal the same in whole or in 
part. 

4. Such grants or renewals are subject al- 
ways to the power of taxation and to its au- 
thority to regulate rates, service, matters of 
conduct and operation, etc. 

5. They are subject also to the right of the 
city at the end of the first 10 years or at the 
beginning of each five year period thereafter, 
to acquire such public utility. 

6. Franchises shall not be exclusive or have 
a longer term than 50 years. 

7. Ordinances granting franchises may pro- 
vide that the franchises may be sold at public 
sale and nothing in such ordinances shall pre- 
vent the city from acquiring the’ property in 
condemnation proceedings or in any other 

. lawful way. 


These rights reside in the city. Neither of the 
proposed ordinances obtains any greater rights 
or powers. They attempt to abrogate rights and 
gowers belonging to the city without greater com- 
pensation than the city can command through its 
own powers. 

The bills offer all the advantages to the com- 
pany and the stock jobbers who are flocking to 
the city hall demanding its passage. They are 
sweet savors in the nostrils of spoilsmen. 

Let the company have a fair franchise, permit- 
ting just profits on its investment and business. 
But let us retain all the right and power of the 
city to enforce adequate service for our needs 
now and in the future.

FUTILE RUTHLESSNESS. 

One thousand more Londoners have lost their 
lives. through ordinary street accidents since the 
war began than have been killed by enemy air 
raiders, according to an official statement in the 
House of Commons. against a total of 7836 
versons injured in tha’ Stree treets, German aviators 
have wounded 1092. 

Even if war upon noncombatant men, women 
and children were justifiable, the total German 
bag would appear to be ridiculously small in view 
of the danger and expense of the enterprises. 
What is to be said, then, of the stupidity of such 
murderous, expeditions when they do not accom- 
plish anyt like the material success expected 
of them, while they needlessly horrify and scan- 
dalize the whole world? | 

If the raids are intended to keep anti-aircraft 
guns from being sent to France they have scarce- 
ly been successful, because the British are send- 
ing all the weapons of that kind they can use 
at the front. If they are intended to break the 
spirit of the English people they have failed also. 
That street-accident comparison alone would 
be enough to quiet England's misgivings. 


|. The Zeppelin has already disappointed German, 


‘hopes. The airplane raider has done little bet- 
ter. The submarine alone of Germany's cut- 
throat agencies of terror has made fair returns 
for the confidence imposed in it and the subma- 
rine, campaign is_ steadily diminishing in ef- 
fectiveness. 
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OUR NEGLECTED FRUIT TREES. 

Missouri is proud! of her big red apples. She 
has thousands of acres in apple and other fruits. 
But every Missourian knows, and strangers pass- 
ing through observe, that thousands of Missouri 
fruit trees, especially apple and pear, die every 
year from neglect. Diseases caused by worms and 
germs destroy them, and very little is done in the 
way of prevention. Owners who labor to preserve 


lect of neighbors, sometimes absentees. 

We have a good fruit inspection law, providing 
for the destruction of diseased trees. Under this 
law, sections 616 to 630 Revised Statutes, a Fruit 
Experiment Station was created, and its manager 
was empowered to inspect orchards, on complaint 
of neglect and disease, and to take action in the 


1 county courts to have diseased trees destroyed by 


digging and burning, which is the only way to 
prevent spread of infection. 

But the Legislature has never made a suffi- 
cfent appropriation to enable the law to be en- 
forced. One man could not possibly inspect all 
the State’s orchards and do the legal and other 
work needed. As it stands, the inspection part 
of the law is a farce. 

And yet the eradication of disease in orchards 
pays tremendously. The State College of Agri- 
culture found, by actual experiment, that the 
spraying of 25 orchards, in co-operation with their 
owners, RESULTED IN A NET PROFIT OF 
$136.78 AN ACRE. The fruit on the unsprayed 
trees sold for $18.05 an acre, while that on the 
sprayed trees brought $187.19. The spraying cost 
$22.26 an acre. 

Until the Legislature, by the necessary appro- 
priations, makes it possible to enforce the inspec- 
tion law, and at all times, the fruit growers of 
Missouri can do much by their own efforts to 
eradicate disease and increase the profits of 


as a method of decreasing the expense. An in- 
creased profit of over $100 an acre is worth 
working for. 
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In Berlin fat is costing $4 a pound, while in 
St. Louis men play golf and spend a whole lot 
more than $4 a pound to get rid of it. 
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NO ESCAPE FOR SLACKEBS. 

To whatever extent and by whatever means at- 
tempts have been made to defeat the selective 
draft, detection and punishment will be the re- 
sult Those who have refused to register and 
those who have been enrolled under false names 
and addresses will be exposed in due time. The 
law thus violated is a law of the Unit-i States 
and it is a truism that in most cases such laws 
are well enforced. <A fact which slackers may 
as well bear in mind is that Federal juries are 
rarely sympathetic with deliberate law breaking 
Where so many millions of young men are hon- 
orably responding to the call for military service, 
we may be certain that there will be no ‘disposi- 
tion in the courts to disregard the offenses of 
those who by deceit or perversity have sought to 
shirk their duty. 

In proportion to the population we cannot 
believe that these offenders are numerous. Some 
eligibles may have erred innocently, others have 
been misadvised, as we know, by agitators and an- 
archists and some, no doubt, have thought that 
by sharp practice they might evade the law. All 
of them will be rounded up, and all whose guilt is 
made plain will suffer for it. What shall it profit 
a young man not inclined to soldiering to find 
himself a prisoner and a convict and thereafter 
enrolled dishonorably, as he might once have 
been honorably?

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FREE SPEECH IN WAR TIMES. 

When the case of H. Aurin came up before 
Judge Peter J. Hendrick of the New York Su- 
preme Court on a habeas corpus writ, it was 
found to consist of the following: The defendent 
had circulated leaflets with extracts from the 
Declaration of Independence and the question, 
“Is the Government living up to these principles?” 

For this a sentence of fine or imprisonment had 
been inflicted by the lower eourt. Judge Hendrick 
promptly set the man free with some remarks o. 
the rights of the citizen. 

The so-called agitation against the Governm “tt, 
for which arrests are being made in. all parts of 
the country, reached in this case its most innocu- 
ous form. If we may not recall the immortal 
Declaration and invite consideration of its senti- 
ments, what privilege in free speech remains 
to us? 

The disposition of the case hag its suggestion 
for those who must deal with kindred charges. 
Threats against the President are punishable, just 
as threats against anybody else are punishable, 
but we have no law of lese majeste in this coun- 
try. Criticism of the Government is not neces- 
sarily giving aid and comfort to the enemy. It 
may by. preventing blunders be a help in 
some way in putting down that enemy. Police 
courts generally should exercise greater common 
sense than that shown in the Aurin and some 
other cases. 

‘But the individual should realize that it is a 
time for caution. The disaffected state of. mind 
revealed by an utterance may be much more im- 
portant than the utterance itself. Alien enemies 
are in a special class, tolerated through good- 
natured sufferance. If called to account for what 
they say, they need not regard it as an infringe- 
ment of free speech. It may be only a preliminary 
of stowing them away in an internment camp 
where they can exercise the right of free speech 
to their heart’s content. 

Objectionable, incendiary, insulting ways of 
putting things are to be avoided. In the event of 
controversial statements giving rise to peace dis- 
turbances, remember that the court ig fully justi- 
sd in holding that he has the greater culpability

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m utterance or who reflected on, the country.

STOCKHOLM, Aug. 1-—Ira Nelson 
Morris, the American Minister, is on the 
watch for Stockholm ramifications of 
the new German peace offensive. While 
no absolutely certain clues indicative of 
a systematic peace propaganda have 
been picked up here as yet, it must be 
borne in mind that Stockholm is today 
the most important continental center 
of a complex meshwork of clandestine 
diplomacy, with many converging and 
radiating underground lines. 

Stockholm is the only practicable route 
to Russfa for the German peace propa- 
ganda and undoubtedly it is only a mat- 
ter of time before feelers also may be 
stretched Americanward via Stockholm 
as well as other continental capitals. 

It is known, too, that Mr. Morris is 
interested in the significance of the sud-

To a veteran insider there can be no 
doubt the peace offensive actually has 
been launched to synchronize with the 
Dattle offensive against Russia, for it 
was primarily intended that the echo of 
the peace talk of Chancellor Michaelis 
to the newspaper men of Berlin should 
de heard in Russia and make the pro- 
visional Government, desperate 4s a re- 
sult of the progress of Hindenburg’s of- 
fensive, amenable to peace parleys. 

At the same time Austria almost fe- 
verishly is seconding the German peace 
propaganda, this being the significance of 
Count Czernin’s repeated peace melodies 
to deaf Russian ears. Significance should 
be attached also to the activities of 
Herr Erzberger, the Teutonic Col. 
House whose turning up “in neutralia”’ 


-fn the past-always has marked the 


launching of a propaganda with the con- 
sent and connivance of the Imperial 
Government, though ostensibly on his 
own initiative. 


Erzberger is of almost Rooseveltian 
enthusiasm, vitality and strenuosity. He 
is the leader of the clerical party, has 
better working connections with the 
Vatican than any other man in Ger- 
Many, and has pulled wires with the 
Pope ere now. While the inspired Ger- 
Man organs are endeavoring to disa- 
vow Erzberger’s latest peace move in 
@witzerland as far as any official con- 
fection with the Government is con- 
cerned, the leading Catholic organ of 
Berlin points out ‘“‘Erzberger’s peace 
thrust is in complete accord with the 
Pope's last circular peace note,”’ but 
seeks to guard against suspicion that 
Erzberger was influenced by the Vati- 
can. 


Clerical Press Talks Peace. 

Whether Erzberger, however, -is in- 
directly seeking to influence the Vat- 
lean to participate in the new peace 
move is as yet unascertainable. It is 
not improbable. At any rate peaca 
waves, caused by the Reichstag's recent 
Peace resolution, still are running hign 
in the clerical press. With only less 
enthusiasm among the Liberals there is 
a large section of the German public 
which again thinks it is not impossibls 


‘to wind up the war this year if German 


diplomacy is clever enough, and thers 
is no doubt that the heaviest pressure 
is being brought to bear on the new 
Chancellor to keep up an unceasing 
‘peace action. 


The stock argument of these peace 
optimists is that since Hindenburg’s of- 
fensive Russia sees the imperativeness 
of an early peace which Russia hereto- 
fore has been prevented from consider- 
ing only by English and ‘latterly by 
American pressure and moral suasion. 
but that England too now begins to see 
the submarine handwriting on the wal‘ 
and would be glad to discuss a “recon- 
ciliation and common sense peace,” 
while France's gallant heart is at last 
about broken and war-weary and tho 
French nation is ready to quit at any- 
time. : 

This German argument for peace, 
however, entirely overlooks America as 
a decisive factor, even if all the other 
assumptions were true. 


LA FOLLETTE AND GRONNA LINE 
~ UP WITH PACIFIST MOVEMENT 


People’s Council Quotes Telegrams 
Advising Fight for Repeal of 
Obnexious Laws, 

NEW YORK, Aug. 1.—Senator La Fol- 
lette of Wisconsin and Senator A .J. 
Gronna of North Dakota have formally. 
aligned themselves with the pacifist 
movement, according to telegrams from 
them given out here by the People’s 
Council, which is conducting nation- | 

wide propaganda. 

Senator La Follette was quoted as 
having wired the council “not to be in- 
timidated by the threats of war traders,” 
but to begin at once to work for the 
election of memvers of Congress who 
would stand “for the repeal of obnox- 
lous laws."’ Senator Gronna, the coun- 
cil announced, had wired that the ‘‘Con- 
stitution has not been repealed nor sus- 
pended.” 

“It is the citizens’ duty to obey the 
law until it is repealed or declared un- 


. constitutional,’ said the La Follette 


message, “but he has the inalienable 


right to fight what he deems is an ob- 


noxious law or wrongful public polic,, 
in the courts and at the ballot box. Tho 
citizen should begin to work now for 
the election of Congressmen who repeat 
his views on the war issue. If he would 
preserve his liberty, hie freedem of 
thought and speech and action he 
should not be intimidated by the threats

ENORMOUS TASK 
IN FRANCE FOR 
ARMY ENGINEERS 


Americans Must Build Railroads, 
Wharves, Power Houses and 
Provide Water. 


WORK FOR _ PAINTERS 


Artists Must Be Taught Craft of 
Camouflage to Conceal 
Operations. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—The_ enor- 
mity and variety of tasks confronting 
American army engineers in making 
the expeditionary force in France a sin- 
gle organic unit, independent of ‘French 
and British aid, were emphasized by 
the offices of the Chief of the Army En- 
gineers in a statement issued last night. 

Miles of railroads, with their narrow- 
gauge spurs, must be built, and bridges, 
roads, wharves and piers constructed 
and repaired continually. Lumber for 
a score of purposes must be cut from 
the forests of France by a regiment of 
trained foresters. Great underground 
electric power houses must be estab- 
lished to supply current to the trenches 
and dugouts. Scores of wells must ‘be 
drilled, and miles of water pipes laid 
through American camp cities in 
France. Sign painters and artists will 
have to be taught the craft of camou- 
flage to conceal military operations 
from the enemy. Expert miners will 
direct vast underground burrowing. 
Battle maps of enemy territory must be 
made. A multitude of ships, refrigerat- 
ing plants and machine shops are to be 
constructed. 


Value of Railroad Materials. 
“The value of railroad materials and 


railroad stock alone, now being pur- 
chased,’’ says the statement, ‘“‘is about 
five times that of all purchases made 
annually in this country for the Panama 
Canal during the last four or five years. 

“American engineers will equip the 
wharves and piers in France utilized by 
American forces with the terminal fa- 
cilities required ‘by our armies. 

“It is the duty of the corps of cn- 
gineers to furnish an adequate water 
supply for the large bodies. of men sud- 
denly placed in localities where the en- 
tire water supply is already needed for 
the small civilian population. 

“The. engineers’ corps will carry its 

own rolling stock to the theater of 
war. This in itself will be = gigantic 
operation. 
. “Special mining companies wi!l be 
formed for carrying on intricate opera- 
tions involved tn modera trench war- 
fare. For this work expert m‘ners will 
be chosen. 


Battle Map Making. 
‘The engineers will go inte the study 


of battle-map making on a large scale} 
under expert British and French in- 
structors. Battleflelds illuminated with 
searchlights, trench lights, flares, star 
bombs and rifles grenades will be 
handled by our engineers. Appliances 
for this work will be of the American 
manufacture. 

‘Camouflage, the modern war art of 
reducing the visibility of sbiects, must 
be applied for the protection of our 
troops, artillery, etc., and ours cngineers 
are making this subject tleir special 
study. Well-known artists and experts 
in color effects will precede these en- 
gineers. ! 

“Every effort is being made to put 
through the work on hand vithout 
clogging the machinery. It will be the 
endeavor of the engineers to prepare 
accommodations ahgad of troops as 
fast as they are sent over to the front, 
but they will not try to provide for our 
entire army all at once.”’ 4

OF THE DEAD’ IN 
~ JUTLAND BATTLE 


— 


How Admiral Hipper’s Vessel 
Was Battered and Sunk De- 
scribed by Survivor. 


HUNDREDS ABOARD KILLED 


Many Wounded and 27 Men 
Trapped in Dynamo Room 
Went Down With Her.

THE HAGUE, Netherlands, July 10.— 
Scenes on board the German flagship 
Lutzow during the Jutland naval battle 
when some of the newest and largest of 
the German battle cruisers were bat- 
tered or sunk by Admiral Beatty’s Brit- 
ish squadron in June, 1916, are vividly 
described by P. Krug, one of the Lut- 
zow’s survivors, in a pamphlet which 
has just been published here. It is be- 
lieved to be the first detailed story of 
that great battle from the point of view 
of the German sailor to reach the pub- 
lic eye. 

Torpedoed by a British warship early 
in the engagement the Lutzow, which 
Was the. flagship of Admiral Hipper, 
was hammered unmercifully by the big 
guns of the British vessels, and soon 
became a complete wreck, a “ship of 
the dead,”’ as Krug describes her. 
According to his story, 27 German sail- 
ors were trapped in the Diesel dynamo 
room before the battle’ had been long 
in progress and remained there when 
the Lutzow, a disabled hulk, was aban- 
Goned and sent to the bottom .by a tor- 
pedo from a German destroyer. Two 


| of these imprisoned men had been driv- 


en insane and were kept tied by their 
shipmates, 


Torpedo’s Terrible Effects, 


After describing the first part of the 
battle and telling how the arrival of 
British battleships turned the tables on 
the Germans, Krug writes: 


“Suddenly the entire ship is 
Shaken. The colossus heavee ir — 


and everything that is not fixed is, up- 
set. The first direct hit! The torpedo 
pierces the fore Part of the ship. Its 
effects are terrible. Iron; wood, metal 
parts of bodies, smashed Ship’s imple- 
ments are all intermixed, and the elec- 
tric light, by chance spared, continues 
to shine upon this sight. 

“Two decks lower, tn the Diesel 
dynamo room, there. is still life. That 
corrpartment has not been hit, and 27 
mén in the prime of life have been 
shared, but the chamber is shut off 
from all Others, for the water is 
rushing into all sections. They are 
doomed to death. Several $8-centi- 
meter (15-inch) shells squarely hit 
their mark, working terrible havoc. 
The first hit the wireless department. 
Of the 12 living men who a moment 
&£O Were seated before the apparatus, 
there is nothing more to be geen. 
Nothing is left but a smoking heap of 
ruins. The second shot again pierced 
the fore part of the Ship. The entire 
fore part of the vessel, as far ag the 
Diesel motor room, was pas saving. 

“Another broadside meant for the 
Iutzow fell short, but a torpedo boat 
close by disappeared, leaving only a 
few pieces of wood and a 
smashed lifeboat drifting round. It 
is now half past 7, and the hostile 
circle grows ever smaller. The Lu-- 
zow and the Seydlitz lie with their 
buws deep in the water: both are 
badly mauled. The fore part of the 
Lutzow is in flames. 

“Shells burst against the ship’s 
side in rapid succession. A terrible 
S:ght is presented on board tfe Lut- 
zow ,and it needs iron nerves to loox 
upon it cooly. Hundreds have lost 
their lives, while many have lain for 
hours in tortuge, and the fight is not 
yet over. The bow is now crushed 
in and is entirely submerged. The 
four screws are already sticking half 
out of -the water, so that the Lutzow 
can only make 8 or 10 knots an hour, 
ae against the normal 32. 


Flees, Receives Broadside. 


“The Admiral decides to transfer 
to the Moltke. He gives orders to 
turn and get away from the scene of 
the fight, but the Lutzow has not 
gone a mile before she receives a 
Lioadside of 38-centimeter’_§ shells. 
The entire ship was filled with the 
roisonous fumes of the shells, and 
anyone who failed to affix his gas 
riask was doomed to be suffocated. 
“Tt three-quarters of an hour 
before the lighting installation was 
restored. Then for the first time 
coula the extent of the damage 
wrought by the salvo be seen. One 
of the shells had landed in the sick 
tay. Here there were three doctors 
anu 15 attendants besides 160 to 180 
yvecunded. Of all these only four re- 
n.cined alive. These four were hurled 
intc the next compartment by the 
air pressure; there they lay uncon- 
scious. 3 

“The Lutzow was now a complete 
wreck.» Bodies drifted past, From the 
bows up to the first 30-centimeter gun 
turret the ship lay submerged. The 
other gun turrets were completely dis- 
abled, with the guns sticking out in all 
directions. On deck lay the bodies of 
the sailors in their torn iniforms in 
ihe midst of the empty shell cases. ‘rom 
ihe masts fluttered torn flags, twisted 


Tsignal lines and, pieces of wire of the 


wireless installation. Had not the look- 
out man and the three officers on the 
commander's bridge given signs of life 
the Lutzow would have truly resembled 
a ship of the dead. Below, on tne bat- 
tery deck and in the coal bunkers,: there 
still lay innumerable wounded, but there 
was no longer a doctor to attend.to 
them. 

“Night came on, and hope was erter- 
tained of getting away without a fur- 
ther encounter. But at 3 o'clock in the 
night news of the approach of two 
Britien cfuleers and five destroyers was 
received, and just at that critical time 
the fore and middie bulkheads gav 
way.

Eightecn men had the good 
fortune to be carried up, but all the rest, 
who could not walk or crawl, had to be 
left behind. ee 

“The 27 men shut up in the Niesel 
a@ynamo chamber had heard the order 
through the speaking tube, for many, 
mad with anguish, screamed through 
the tube for help, and it was learned 
that two of their number lay bound 
because they had become insane. In- 
spired by their sense of duty, these 
sealed-up men had continued to carry 
on their work in order to provide the 
ship with light. 

“The torpedo beats now quickly took 
off the crew of the Lutzow, and those 
left behind were doomed to death. It 
was resolved that no piece of the ves- 
sel should fall into the enemy’s hands. 
An order was given and a torpedo cleft 
the waters. Just then seven men were 
tu be seen running like madmen round 
the rear deck. Overfatigued as they 
were, they had apparently dropped off 
to sleep and only just awakened. As 
the torpedo exploded, the Lutzow’s bow 
quickly dipped, and the stern rose until 
she stood on end. Then :she heeled 
over and sank, forming a great whiri- 
pool that carried everything within it 
into the depths. 

“When the roll was called it appeared 
that there were 1003 survivors of the 
Lutzow; ,697 men had perished in the 
battle.”’ ©
